This application includes a combination of a warning device triggerable by a 
control unit, a unit for activating a signaling device, and a means of unlocking an 
electrically controlled lock that activates a timeout unit when the control unit is invoked 
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so as to engage a timeout interval, activates the means of unlocking the lock when the 
activation unit is invoked during this timeout interval, and disables the signaling device 
during the timeout interval so that the signaling device can be activated only if the 
activation unit is invoked outside of the timeout interval. This combination is judged to 
be unobvious.
